Pennsylvania has a big, strong 


Governo'r, bigger and stronger than 
his party. The Legislature attempt- 
ed to nullify the Constitution of the 
United States by making beer with 
not over 2 3-4 per cent alcohol to be 
a legal drink in spite of all laws. The 
Ramsey bill was thrown at the Gov- 
ernor, Senator Eeales however, voted 
against it. But Governor Sproul de- 
clared it would break the spirit and 
letter of the Constitution and an- 
nounced he would veto it.

somewhat confusing. There are 16 
States dry by State constitutional 
amendment.

The Drumline, Between Syracuse and 


Rochester, N. Y., Wake Ext)Uis:te 


Bit of Scenery. 


Between Syracuse and Rochester 


lies a country of hills, known as drum- 
ling, whifh Is one of the most beautiful 
and unhjue bits of scenery in the 
eastern United States. 


The term drumlln In an Irish one 


and la applied to low. rolling "Ills of 
flaclal origin which exist ft that coun- 
try, and also In parts of New York and 
New England. This section between 
Syracuse and Rochester Is the very 
heart of the American drtunHns. 


Most American mountains and hills 


were formed by violent disturbances 
of the earth's sir-face, and their rude 
origin is reflected in (heir rujrsedness. 
But the drumlins were built by the 
great ice sheet which once covered all 
of North America. The materials of 
which they are marie were pushed to- 
gether slowly by the crawling glaciers 
molded and tamped and smoothed by 
the si-eat ice finders as a child makes 
mud pies. 


The drumlins look as thoush they 


had been designed by some great in- 
telligence with a sense of beauty, for 
they rise in smooth, gentle curves, like 
those of a peri'/ ft human body. They 
are remarkably uniform 
in hei.sht,

Danzig is one of the most strongly 


fortified cities in the world, and has 
been so through its history. It was a 
free city through centuries for th* 
same reason tbat most free cities of 
the marauding ages were fre«—be- 
cause its people had seized upon the 
naturally powerful defensive topog- 
raphy of the country surrounding, 
and made its defenses almost impreg- 
nable. It was too tough a nut for the 
kings of the middle ages to crack 
with their armies, so they graciously 
allowed it to be free. Under the for- 
mer German emperor, its militaristic 
aspect was even more accentuated 
than it was in ils<» day? when it tras 
one of tlie "Big Four" of tiie Han- 
seatic league. "With Konicshprg. Thorn 
and Po^en. it formed a luighty chain 
of 


Reims Cathedral. 


Rerms cathedral is to be rebuilt, or 


rather restored, for France has taken 
second thought and decided that such 
restoration is far more desirable for 
the future than a splendid structure, 
wrecked by war and left to stand in 
melancholy demolition as a perpetual 
reminder of its own destruction. It is 
even said that "the cold gray of its 
masonry has turned under fire and 
flame to delicate rose and ocher tints 
that will only add to the beauty of the 
rebuilded church." The plans for the 
restoration are being made under the 
direction of Mr. Deneus, architect of 
the-French historical monuments, and 
the first practical steps have been tak- 
en toward erecting temporary roofs 
over the nave, aisles, crossing, and 
chancel. Fortunately, more than three- 
quarters of the 
wonderful stained 


glass of the cathedral was preserved 
intact, and can now be put back. A 
few years hence, when the high-pitch- 
ed slate roof hr.s been added, it is 
predicted that the cathedral will have 
recovered not a little of its old-time 
beauty-

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Concerning Toll Service 


Under the schedules of toll and long distance telephone rates 


now applying to messages originating and terminating within 
Pennsylvania several classes of service are offered. These classes 
of service are the same as those which, since January 21, 1919, 
have been available for messages from points in Pennsylvania to 
points in other States. The following explanation of the various 
classes of toll service will aid telephone users in determining the 
class of service best fitted for their needs and will explain the 
methods of making the several kinds of calls. 


The "station to station" rate is the 
base rate upon which all rates for the 
various classes of service offered, are 
oomputed 
This rate is determined 


by the air line distance beiv.-ecn to1.! 
points and is computed, for the initial 
period, on the basis of 5c for each 6 
miles up to 24 miles and vsc fui each 
S mile.- bevnnd that distance. 


For toll calls \vhere the calling paity 
does not specify a particular person 
to be reached at the called telephone, 
"station to station" rate? are charged. 


For toil calls vrhere the calling party 
does specify a particular person to be 
reached at the called telephone and 
the connection is established and con- 
versation held \\ith 
that person, 


"person to person" rates are charged. 
As this service required a greater 
amount of operating effort, the rate 
for such calls is about one-fourth 
greater than the ''station to station" 
rate. The minimum "person to per- 
son" rate is soc. 


Toll calls involving an appointment 
to talk at a specified time, or involv- 
ing the use of messenger service to 
secure attendance of a designated 
person at a public telephone at a dis- 
tant point may be made at rates usu- 
ally about one-half greater than the 
"station to station" rate, plus the 
cost of messenger service.

For all toll calls other than those

Night rates, applying only to calls 
made on a "station to station" basis, 
are quoted between 8:30 p. m. and 
4:303, in.

"station to station" day rate, and be- 
tween 12 midnight and 4:30 a. m. 
about one-fourth the "station to sta- 
tion" day rate.

Long Distance Operator, as the case 
may be, stating that it is a "station 
to station" call. 


The "station to station" rates are substantially 
lower than the "person to person" rates. In order 
that patrons may effect the greatest economy in 
their charges for toll service, and also maximum 
speed of connections, they are urged to study 
their toll service requirements and to make the 
widest possible use of "station to station" calls.
